RARE STAMPS BRING FAMILY 
WINDFALL 


A storybook windfall has come to 
two members of a Port Maitland 
family who discovered three sheets 
of 46-year-old Canadian stamps in 
their home and sold them to a Tor- 
onto dealer for $7,500. A brother liv-. 
ing in California shares in the sale. 

The sale of three sheets of 1908 
King Edward VII stamps brought an 
income tax-free capital gain to Max- 
well Moss, his brother Glenn and 
their sister Mrs. Rosemary Goff. 

It made philatelie history by bring- 
ing to light the only known full sheet 
of 100 of the 50-cent stamp. Some of 
the world's leading stamp handbooks 
will have to be revised. 

The $7,500, split evenly among the 
three relatives, was paid for two full 
sheets of 100 and à third that had 
one row removed. 

The three had removed the row of 
stamps to show to other dealers in 
their search for the highest offer. In 
dcing this, they lost $500 because 
three perfect full sheets would have 
brought them $8,000. 

The stamps, purchased by J. N. 
Sissons, Wellington St. W., have a 
face value of $145 (some of the 50-

Within a few days of the issue, 


stamps bearing the inscription 
“Sudan Self-Government 1953" ap- 


peared in London, and the purpose of 
this statement is to explain how 
these stamps found their way on to 
the market. 

The decision to make a 
issue cf commemorative 
stamps was taken by the Sudan 
Government as early as 1952. It was 
not at that time certain when the 
new constitution would be brought 
into effect and, over the course of 
time, three consignments of stamps 
were progressively printed, with 
identical designs but bearing on the 
first consignment the date 1952, on 
the second 1953, and on the third 
1954, 

Stamps bearing the dates 1952 and 
1953 have not been issued in Sudan 
and are not valid for the prepayment 
of postage. Unfortunately, however, 
five thousand stamps of each deno- 
mination bearing the date 1953 were 
issued in error from the Sudan 
Government Agency in London. A 
very full investigation has been made 
into the matter and it is clear that 
the issue of these 1953 stamps was 
due to a genuine oversight.—The 
Stamp Collectors' Fortnightly.

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New Postage Stamp Issue 


On Thursday, the Ist April, 1954, 
four new design postage stamps will 
be available in Post Offices through- 
out Canada. A 5 cent blue stamp 
will portray a more recent likeness 
of Her Majesty, the Queen; a grey 
coloured 4 cent stamp will illustrate 
a walrus; a blue coloured five cent 
stamp will illustrate a beaver and a 
15 cent black stamp will illustrate a 
gannet. 

The five cent H.M. Queen Eliza- 
beth II stamp was engraved from a 
photograph supplied by the Dorothy 
Wilding Portraits, Limited of Lon- 
don. This stamp will be an ordinary 
issue and will be used for several 
years to come. 

The 15 cent stamp will also be an 
ordinary issue and will replace the 
15 cent “Postal Administration Cen- 
tennial” commemorative in current 
use. The gannet was selected as an 
appropriate symbol for the 15 cent 
stamp which is used extensively for 
airmail. In the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
on Bonaventure Island, there is a 
bird sanctuary which is the summer 
home of the largest colonn of gan- 
nets in existence. The bird is illus- 
trated against a night sky which in- 
cludes the North Star or Polaris as 
a symbol of the North American sky 
and the importance of navigation in 
airmail. The design for this stamp 
was created by Lawrence Hyde of 
Ottawa. 

The two animal design stamps are 
being isued to commemorate Cana- 
da’s National Wildlife Week. By 
issuing these postage stamps the 
Post Office Department wishes to 
emphasize to all the importance of 
securing and restoring the wildlife 
resources of Canada, not only for 
their considerable economic value 
but also because they are a constant 
source of pleasure to theusands in 
every walk of life. The designs for 
these two stamps were created by 
Emanuel Hahn, R.C.A, S.S.C., a 
sculptor of Toronto. (These two 
stamps will be short term stamps). 

The four new issue stamps will be 
small size, the same size as the cur- 
rent issue stamps portraying Her 
Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II. The

The five cent “beaver” design 
stamp will be assembled also in 
booklets. This booklet will contain 
one pane of 5x5 cent postage stamps 
and will sell for 25 cents. This book- 
let will also be available on the 1st 
April Stamps from this booklet 
wil not be affixed to first day of 
issue covers serviced by the Post 
Office Department. 

First Day Covers 

All patrons who desire to have 
First Day Covers prepaid with the 
new issue postage stamps specially 
cancelled on the date of issue are re- 
quired to forward  self-addressed 
covers to the Postmaster, Ottawa 2, 
Ontario not to the Philatelic Section, 
prior to the date of issue. All covers 
must contain “fillers” and must be 
sealed or have the flap turned in. To 
avoid errors the patrons should mark 


i. 


on the cover, upper right-hand cor- 
ner, the quantity and denomination 
of stamps to be affixed to each 
cover. Do not fold covers when for- 
warding through the mails. Enclose 
all covers in an outside cover mark- 
ed “First Day of Issue.” All covers 
will be returned by ordinary mail un- 
less it is specifically requested that 
they be returned by registered or 
air mail. Orders for first day cover 
service must not include orders for 
mint or unused stamps. Remarks or 
enquiries not related direetly to the 
order for first day covers should be 
written on a separate piece of paper. 

The normal first day cover service 
fee will not be charged for this issue. 
All remittances are to be made pay- 
able to the Receiver General of Ca- 
nada and should be made cut for the 
exact amount of postage required to 
be affixed to the covers forwarded 
for service. The necessary space 
should be allowed on first day covers 
if blocks of stamps are ordered. The 
Postmaster, Ottawa, cannot guaran- 
tee to supply plate corner blocks of 
four stamps which will be distributed 
as equitably as the supply permits. 
The Philatelic Section will not handle 
first day covers. 

Postage Rates 


The Canadian Parliament is con- 
sidering legislation that will increase 
postage rates. Approval of this legi- 
slation will mean that ths rate of 
postage applicable to a first day 
cover for first class mail service will 
be, effective 1st April, 1954, 5 cents 
for delivery outside of Ottawa, and 
4 cents for delivery within Ottawa. 

Remittances 

Remittances for fist day covers 
are to be made payable to the Re- 
ceiver General of Canada, and sent 
to the Postmaster, Ottawa 2, Ontar- 
10. 

Remittances for mint stamps are 
to be made payable to the Receiver 
General of Canada and sent directly 
to the Post Office Department. 
Philatelic Section, Financial Branch, 
Ottawa 4, Ontario. 

Remittances should be made by 
means of Postal Money Order or 
bank draft in Canadian funds, made 
payable to the Receiver General of 
Canada. Patrons from countries 
other than Canada or the United 
States should forward remittances 
by means of an International Money

There's only one of them—the Br. 
Guiana le Magenta, yet “True Maga- 
zine” of January 1952, had a short 
article (see P.S. mention page 18,

So who ean blame the B.C. stamp 
enthusiasts in thinking another of 
these rare stamps turned up. The 
Vancouver Sun of February 12 has 
an article dated out of Haney re the 
discomfiture of three stamp collect- 
ors who were hoaxed out of fifty dol- 
lars investigating a phony copy of 
this stamp, but who say the fake is 
so good they may get their money 
back. The Vancouver Sun says in 
part:

He then contacted two other stamp 
collectors, William Scott of Haney 
and R. Milne of the Rocky Mountain 
Stamp House in Rutland. Together 
they agreed to sell the stamp for 
$50,000 and split three ways. 

Just after the three had laid out 
$15 to have a legal agreement drawn 
up to split the proceeds and Milne 
had paid $25 for a trip to Haney, 
Czubaka wrote saying the stamp was 
a forgery. 

The Manitoba youth said he had 
taken a picture of the stamp from an 
old catalogue. He pressed it with a 
hot iron to give it a brown color, then 
slapped on some sealing wax and 
shellac. 





in Ontario, boasting a membership 
of 92. Director is Fred Mills. 

In his address Mr. Lamaroux told 
the junior and senior philatelists 
that they should collect stamps for 
pleasure, not for profit. If they had 
in mind making money out of them 
they ought to try the stock market.

#199—“Patriotic” Stampless 

One of the nicest stampless items 
I have added in some time is a U.S. 
Civil War Patriotic. It’s an unusual 
flag design,—13 stars in circle sur- 
rounding the date “1776” with four 
lines cf verse below. The printer was 
"Cornwell, Van Cleve & Barnes, 
Detroit.” Postmarked “Windsor, CW 
—April 29, 1861,” and addressed to 
Hamilton, 

Another nice item along this line 
is an overall illustrated cover “US. 
Consulate General,—British North 
American — Provinces — Montreal." 
Mailed at, and to Montreal, Febru- 
ary 8, 1865. 

These go along nicely with that 
Lincoln-Hamlin Campaign cover 
mentioned in packet #171. 





#200—Cherry Red Airlines 


Way back in January 1952, in H. T. 
packet #149, I inquired about the 
note in Sanabria catalog that these 
stamps were issued in sets of 565, 
whereas all I had ever seen came in 
sheets of 50. 

In February 1952 Mr. Chas. B. 
Hill-Tout set us straight in Popular 
Stamps, stating definitely they were 
all issued in sheets of 50. He also 
called attention to two different 
position arrangements for the known 
“errors.” 

I have since had a chance to study 
these stamps quite carefully, and 
find there are exactly 2 diff. cliches 
of 5 stamps each, which, thru re- 
petition make up each of these plate 
layouts. There are exactly ten dis- 
tinet varieties, and the arrangement 
of these distinguishes Mr. Hill- 
Tout's *A" pane from the *B" pane. 

I shall try to draw these up for 
Popular Stamps readers at an early 
date. 





#209—“The City Parcel 
Forwarding Co.”

Petersburg, Florida, we have two 
new items to report to “Hollow 
Tree” readers. In packet #187 and 
again in #205 we told about a green 
coil stamp bearing the name of 
“King’s Express Co.” Mr. Dawson, 
who formerly resided in Montreal, 
also recalls, like Dr. French, that 
parcel delivery service and sent for 
inspection a copy of their stamp. It 
was exactly like the one in my col- 
lection, described in #187. 

Mr. Dawson however comes up 
with two new ones, issued by “The 
City Parcel Forwarding Co.” Ac- 
cording to Dawson, “Previous to 
King’s Express there was a similar 
company ‘The City Parcel Forward- 
ing Co.’, they had two designs of 
adhesives. They went out of busi- 
ness about 1890 or before. My 
father gave me a lot which I cut up 
and used as hinges when a boy." 

He enclosed an example of each 
type, which I described below. Both 
are Perf 11,—on thick yellowish 
wove paper with an indistinct verti- 
cal mesh,—measure 3444x17% mm., 
bear the denomination in large color- 
less letters in the background ‘3c’, 
and are printed in carmine. 


Type A:—Background of wavy, 
diagonal, parallel lines. ‘The City— 
Parcel—Forwarding Co.” in three 


lines, “Parcel” in a curved line. 

Type B:—Background of wavy, 
cross-hatched lines. '"The—City Par- 
cel Forwarding—Co.” in three lines. 
The center long line curved up from 
left to right. 

These are the only copies I have 
seen of these, not having them in my 
own collection. I would be pleased 
to hear from anyone having similar 
items or who can shed further light 
on the subject of Montreal’s parcel 
delivery companies. 








#210—Double Print,— 
Saskatchawan 75c Law 


Doing a little work on my Saskat-

chewan Law stamps a few nights 
ago rewarded me with an unusual 
surprise. Looking’ over each item 
carefully for the many minor varie- 
ties in these issues, I found one 
which I do not recall ever having 


been mentioned before. 

On the 75c value of the 1907 issue, 
second printing I found an example 
of a complete, full, double strike or 
double printing. This double print- 
ing is in the overprint not the back- 
ground. It is very clear and shows 
doubling throughout.

PRE-CANCEL NUMBER SYSTEM 





(From the Bytown Stamp News) 
In 1931 a new form of precancel 


was introduced, and by 1935 had 
superseded the City Type. It consis- 
ted of a number between parallel 


double lines, the number used corres- 
ponding to the particular post of- 
fice’s number in the Money Order 
System during the period of 1931- 
1935. This type gradually replaced 
the city name types in all but the 
smaller offices which from early 1922 


were supplied with double parallel 
line type. 
There are three forms of the 


double parallel line type: The chief 
deseriptions are as follows: 


Numerals Serifs Spacing of lines 
1l. 3mm tall slight 915mm 
2. 215mm tall none 10mm 
3, 215mm tall yes 10mm 


The printing of Type 1 is rough 
and the parallel lines are thicker and 
on occasion, owing to heavy inking, 
appear as one line instead of two. 

Fifty-eight cities and towns in Ca- 
nada are using or have used pre- 
cancels. Of these, ten are now using 
them: Amherst, Bridgeburg, Brown's 
Nurseries, Carberry, Chatham, Este- 
van, Perth Sydney, Truro. and Walk- 
erville. Three others—Fredericton, 
Sherbrooke and Owen Sound—had a 
period of non-use for several years 
after commencing, then again began 
to use them. 

The history of some of these cities 
is rather interesting. Nothing was 
known of Amherst pre-cancels until 
1936, though the stamps had actually 
been used more than ten years pre- 
viously. Several of the lower deno- 
minations were pre-cancelled for Am- 
herst, but only single copies of the 2c 
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and 4c have yet been found. Bridge- 
burg was a very heavy user of pre- 
cancels for years, but since its 


change of name to Fort Erie, none 
has been used. Brown's Nurseries, 
as the name implies was a nursery, 


located near Welland, Ont. with 
separate post office. ^ Pre-cancels 
from there are scarce: two types 


were used all on the 1c Edward VII. 
With the closing up of the business, 
the pre-cancels and post office van- 
ished. Carberry used the 1c green 
George V in 1922, but the permit 
holders have been using pre-cancel- 
led envelopes since then. Sydney 
and Truro are believed to have used 
the le yellow, 2c green, 5c violet, 7c 
red-brown and 10e light brown in 
1926; all these are known from Tru- 
ro, but from Sydney only the 10e 
light brown. The use of pre-cancels 
by these two cities was declared im- 
proper and the remainder were des- 
troyed. Estevan used the le green 
and 1c yellow from 1922 to 1926, but 
the firm using them discontinued 
business at that time and since then 
none has been issued.  Walkerville 
was a prolifie user of pre-cancels 
from 1918 to 1926; the merging of 
that office with Windsor, Ont., mark- 
ed the end of Walkerville pre-cancels. 
The values above 2e are very rare. 
Fredericton used the le yellow and 
2e green in 1924, but none was 
known to collectors until 1932 when 
a few were found accidentally. Pre- 
cancels were again used there from 
1933. Owen Sound used the le green 
in 1922, but did not issue any other 
pre-cancels until 10 years later. 
Sherbrooke has a similar story, used 
the le yellow in 1924 and then no 
more until 1933. All the first issues 
of these three cities are decidedly 
scarce.

When we started our ‘Welcome 
Stamp Find" column we wrote a 
number of the great and near great 
collectors inviting contributions for 
it or for separate articles along the 
same line. Among them we re- 
membered Fred Jarrett had years 
ago promised us an article in our 
effort to establish a Canadian stamp 
magazine. However, of late years 
Mr. Jarrett has refrained largely 
from writing for the press and it is 
with considerable satisfaction to us 
to have him pen a short article for 
Popular Stamps. (Moral—Never 
promise to write something for an 
editor for he will be sure to remind 


you sooner or later. The business of 
rounding up copy for a publication 
is a never-ending job.) Mr. Jarrett 
writes: 





Nice to hear from you. I just 
don’t get a minute to write about 
stamps, but I do owe you something 
and I sat down at once and scribbled 
off the following, which you may use 
if you think it fits your needs. 





There are two types of stamp 
stories that collectors should not be 
encouraged to tell,—the one about 
the bonfire, and the other describing 
the intuition, luck, or cleverness that 
leads a collector to a valuable find. 
Neither add any stamps to the listen- 
er’s collection—they only make him 
envious and frustrated. It is like 
telling a hungry man about the nice 
meal you have just had. However, 
here goes. 

Some twenty years back I was 
buying all the 68’s I could lay my 
hands on for study purposes. I 
bought everything, good that came 
my way. England was my best 
source. One small dealer used to 
send me damaged copies at about 6d 
eaeh and one evening I opened a let- 
ter from him containing a lot that 
was useful for checking dates, shades 
and perforations, although not worth 
album space. The lot cost 7/6 and 
to make it worth $1.75 he threw in a 
12d black. 

A situation like that corresponds to 


the old gag of standing at the main 
intersection peddling genuine $10.00 
bills for $5.00—everybody passes 
them up because there must be some- 
thing fishy. So I tossed the 12d 


aside until I had a minute to see 
what the catch was. On examining 
it later I saw it was cut to the 
framelines on all sides, and if it was 
laid there was no sign of laid lines. 
It might have been an illustration 
cut out of an old album, but it wasn't. 
It might have been a die proof cut 
down but it wasn't—no flaw in the E 
of PENCE. It might have been a 
plate proof, but it  wasn't—plate 
proofs are on India paper. That re- 
duced the problem to two possible 
solutions—forgery or genuine. The 
stamp checked perfectly with my 
proofs. If such a clever forgery of 
such a valuable stamp existed it 
would have had plenty of publicity. 

I took it to Mrs. Clarke, who had 
two very fine mint copies of the 12d, 
She refused to open her album for 
such a thing. I sent it to Chas. E. 
Phillips, whose best customer was 
Alfred Lichtenstein, who had 32 12d 
blacks, for comparison. Phillips sent 
it back with a note “don’t ask me to 
insult the intelligence of Alfred by 
showing him this abortion.” 

I put the stamp in the center of an 
album page and displayed it with all 
the reverence due our Canada 12d. 
“That,” I would say, “is the famous 
12d black—rather valuable, you 
know.” Instead of spectators taking 
it from there and asking how much 
so I cculd casually say, “Oh, a couple 
of thousand, give or take a dollar,” 
they practically yawned in my face 
and turned the page over to exclaim 
over a heavily cancelled 10d with 
pin holes. 

Finally, disgusted with it I sent it 
to Harmer in London, who sent it to 
the Royal, and it appeared in a later 
auction described “The Canada 12d 
black, cut close on all sides, with 
Royal Philatelic Society guarantee.” 
The cheque I got from dear old H. R. 
if mounted on my album page, would 
have created a lot more interest than 
the stamp that once had been there. 

So there you have the story of my 
12d that cost me $1.75, with some 
68’s thrown in. 
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The F irst Jump

During the past year or two there 
has been considerable interest in the 
vertical misalignment shown by cer- 
tain Canadian coil stamps of the re- 
cent issues. As is well known, this 


effect commonly called a “jump,” 
occurs at fixed intervals of 25 
stamps, i.e. between the 25th and 


26th stamp and multiples thereof. 

The cause of this misalignment 
has been the subject of a lot of dis- 
cussion. It is known that the print- 
ing process used by the Canadian 
Bank Note Company in the manu- 
facture of these stamps, is one of 
their own inventing. They have not 
released details of it and until such 
details are released there is little to 
be gained by increasing the already 
large volume of speculative writing 
which has been lavished on this sub- 
ject. 

In addition to the misalignment 
frequently (but by no means always) 


neted between each 25th and 26th 
stamps and their repeats, there are 
other interesting effects to be noted. 
These take the form of damage, in 
varying degree, to the left side of 
the stamp to the right of the jump, 
i.e., No. 26th and its repeats. 

The whole question of these jumps 
and the damage connected with them 
has received wide attention in Eng- 
land, judging by the number of 
articles, ete., which have appeared in 
the journals there. In many of these 
writings there is considerable specu- 
lation as to when the jump effect 
started and in a recent article by A. 
W. Scoffield (Stamp Collecting, 
October 2, 1953, p. 83) reference is 
made to the first appearance of 
jumps on the coils of the 1942 War 
issue and it is also stated that the 
first appearance of damage was on 
the 2e brown of the 1949 issue. 


Actually bcth the jump effect and 
the damage that seems to accom- 
pany it can be found on the coils of 
the first George VI issue and going 
back still further, on the coils of the 
1935 issue (Scotts No. 228 to 230) and 
this is doubtless related to the fact 
that this issue of coils marked the 
beginning of the present practice of

printing coils from a rotary plate in 
17 rows of 500 subjects each, this 
much, at least, being known about 
the method of printing in current 
use. This process, of course, gives 
coils in which there are no “paste- 
ups"—other than the initial attach- 
ment of the length of blank, perfora- 
ted paper which serves as an outer 
eover for the finished roll; and bar- 
ring accidental breakage, although 
this still seems to be a fairly fre- 
quent occurrence. 

The purpose of this note is to call 
attention to the fact that one of the 
more striking minor varieties in the 
19385 issue, viz., the “narrow 1” 
variety in Scotts No. 228, the one 
cent coil, occurs at the jump posi- 
tion. The variety occurs on the left 
numeral of the 26th stamp (and re- 
peats). In addition to the malfor- 
mation of the numeral, there are the 
other manifestations so frequently 
found, in more recent issues, on the 
stamps on either side of the jump. 
These include, in the case of stamp 
No. 26 and its repeats, fuzzing of 
the left vertical frame line, blurring 
of horizontal lines of shading down 
the left side of the stamp, damage to 
the frame of the left numeral] tablet 
and even to the left side of the oval 
enclosing the portrait of the King; 
and, in most cases, a markedly paler 
shade of green. There is also fre- 
quent smearing of colour on the 
right side of No. 25. Then there is 
the jump itself which is sometimes 
quite marked, but which, as with 
later coils, is frequently absent. 

It would seem highly probable that 
the damage which resulted in the 
malformed numeral is in some way 
connected with the position on the 
printing roll of the stamp showing 
it, ie., the first stamp in the length- 
wise sequence of 25 subjects in 17 
rows to be printed from the roll in 
each operation, this position being, 
apparently, a critical one. 

Insofar as it has been possible to 
determine, where the narrow “1” 
shows on a coils of these stamps, it 
shows on every 26th repeat of the 
stamp throughout the coil. The ex- 
tent of the jump varies. The writer 
recently examined 40 strips of four, 
on 86 of which the third stamp 
showed the narrow “1”. These were 
taken from an unknown number of 
coils. of the 40, four had been past- 
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ed up between the 25th and 26th 
stamp, which suggests frequent 
breakage at the point and four were 
from the outer end of the coil, carry- 
ing the tail; of these latter, the first 
stamp showed the “narrow” variety. 
Of the remaining thirty-two strips, 
nineteen showed no perceptible 
jumps, in nine the jumps were appre- 
ciable and in four they were very 
marked. 

It is well known that all coils of 
recent issues do not show jumps; 
also that where they do show, they 
may be jumps up or jumps down. 
It is not difficult to detect, by eye, 
a small amount of misalignment in 
two contiguous stamps and it is the 
writer’s experience that differences 
in level of the order of a quarter of 
a millimeter can be detected by a 
person of average vision and having 
a reasonable sense of “straightness”; 
but since the jumps in some cases 
are of the order of 1% mm. it is no 
wonder that the affront which they 
offer to one’s sense of tidiness has 
caused them to receive wide study.

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Plate Block Collecting 


BY A. K. GRIMMER 


The collecting of Plate Blocks has 
become a very wide-spread and pop- 
ular side line of Philately, and it 
may be well to analyze the reason 
why this specialty has increased as 
it has so rapidly. 

Very few collectors specialized in 
this previous to the Royal Visit issue 
of 1939, but from that period on the 
adherents to this phase of collecting 
has snowballed very rapidly. This is 
due largely to the fact that it con- 
tains a ‘similar facination to that of 
jig saw and crossword puzzles, and 
to a realization that plate blocks act- 
ually are scarcer than plain blocks 
and that the four positions make a 
pane that provides an attractive page 
in an album. There is the further 
feature that is also realized viz: that 
there has been a greater enhance- 
ment in value on plate hlocks than 
on the plain blocks especially in the 
scarcer Plate No’s. 

There is another feature which has 
led to increased popularity and that 
is the pen friends which it has devel- 
oped. 

The magnitude of this Plate Block 
collecting is not fully realized by col- 
lectors generally as they have failed 
to notice that large dealers are ad- 
vertising for Plate Blocks by the 
thousand and pay a small percentage 
on face for blocks sent to them. This 
provides an outlet for duplicates and 
surpluses which are not always avail- 
able for other lines of collecting. This 
prevents accumulation of duplicate 
material, which at times, is a bug- 
bear to collectors. 

*Condition" in Plate Blocks is all 
important, that is, most collectors 
want fully centered blocks and often 
are willing to pay a premium on face 
for such condition especially in issues 
in whieh the general perforation has 
been badly done. However, in some 
Plate Blocks because of their 
scarcity, this qualification has to be 
overlooked to a greater or less extent 
if one is to fill in the blank sections. 
It is, therefore, suggested that on 
these “toughies” it is well to secure 
an O.C. Block when offered and to 
try and improve it when opportunity 
occurs. 

In mentioning this I have in mind 


such an item as #306-4e Orange Pl. 
#6 which at a recent Sissons’ 
Auction sold as a complete pane for 
$77.50 for quite a nicely centered lot 
of four panes while poorly centered 
positions have since been available 
for from $7.00 to $12.00 depending 
on their centering, but there are not 
even many of these so it becomes a 
question of whether you prefer a 
blank space or an off-centered block 
in your collection. In early issues 
too this O.C. condition is often very 
common and the same problem faces 
the collector. 

It may be well to give you a few 
words on the way the stamps are 
printed. As a rule the definitive 
stamps are printed in sheets of 400 
stamps and the commemorative 
stamps in sheets of 200 stamps. In 
each case the plate number is printed 
in the four corners of this large 
sheet. The sheet is then cut into 
four sections and padded for distri- 
bution through the Post Office. This 
provides the four different plate 
positions, which when combined, give 
the collector a miniature sheet of 16 
stamps with a white border for his 
album. 

After printing all sheets are very 
carefully scrutinized for error as the 
Post Office Department does not 
want defective stamps to be issued. 
All sheets that are seen to be defec- 
tive are culled and destroyed as 
printers’ waste. However, from 
time to time, sheets do escape the 
watchful eye of the Inspectors as for 
instance, the variety knewn as the 
“Weeping Princess” and only recent- 
ly the outstanding variety known as 
the “White Line” variety of the Cor- 
onation issue. 

As the printing proceeds sections 
of the master plate sometimes 
develops plate cracks and hairlines. 
This may only occur on one or two 
quadrants of the plate, so that only 
a section of the full sheets would be 
discarded, and it is easy to see that 
this could contribute to the scarcity 
of certain positions of a plate. 

I am not qualified to discuss in de- 
tail the actual preparation of the 
plates or the various methods of 
printing, but continually watch for 
paper variations and for varieties 
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that are above those labelled “Fly- 
speck” calibre. 

What appears to be scarcities 
develop in certain areas of our Postal 
system and often the Eastern collec- 
tor can supply the Western collector 
with items which both are short of. 
This is due to the fact that it is not 
possible to send each Postal district 
pads of stamps with the same plate 
No. or in fact, pads with all the pos- 
itions and plate numbers that are 
issued. 

It is therefore, unwise to assume 
that a certain plate number or posi- 
tion is scarce or a rarity until one 
has pretty well covered the whole 
field. The Post Office Department 
is very careful not to disclose the 
number of stamps of an issue that 
are printed until the supply at Otta- 
wa is exhausted. 

The supply of stamps taken by the 
Philatelie Agency is very carefully 
selected and there can be no assur- 
ance that in selecting this stock that 
the same number of sheets is selected 
from each plate, or in fact, for each 
position of a plate No. This, you will 
see, could to a considerable extent, 
contribute to the scarcity or preval- 
ence of a plate number or position. 
In fact, it has. often been noted that 
one position of a Plate No. is often 
“off” at Ottawa before other posi- 
tions are so reported. 

The question has often been asked 
why the 5c Capex Plate Blocks rose 
so quickly in price and the answer 
has recently become evident through 
the announcement by the P.O. Dept. 
that there were only 5 million of 
these stamps which means that there 
were only 25,000 sheets printed and 
these, it is assumed, were divided 
between plates Nos. 1 and 2 so at 
best there were only 12,500 complete 
plate blocks panes. So when one 
realizes that a considerable portion 
of these were used for postage so 
again the biblical similarity applies 
with a slight variation, “What is a 
few loaves” among’ so many col- 
leetors", as it seems that possibly 
only 5,000 complete sets of panes of 
this issue may have been available 
for collection. 

Before I close these remarks, I 
think I should say something on the 
collection of over-printed “O.H.M.S.” 
and *G." plate blocks. No official 
statement has been issued as to how 
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sheets for overprinting are selected, 
but is evident that all plate numbers 
of an issue are not overprinted nor 
do we know what number of sheets of 
each plate number are overprinted so 
it is easy to deduce that a variation 
in the number of sheets overprinted 
can lead to either plenty of a plate 
and position or to a decided shortage 
with spiraling prices. 

At times I have heard criticism of 
the Philatelie Agency, but I must 
frankly say that I have been quite a 
regular customer of this Agency 
ever since the Royal Visit issue, and 
have had nothing but the best of ser- 
vice, which has always been impar- 
tial and courteous, and I suggest 
that if your requests are reasonable 
you may ail look forward to the 
same experience.

THE ACADIAN MIGRATION 





When the second session of the 
83rd U.S. Congress opened on Jan. 
5, the Senators and Congressmen 
were not in the customary rush to 
introduce bills asking for special 
stamps. Nearly two weeks passed 
before the first measure of that type 
was offered. 

It requested a stamp in 1955 for 
the 200th anniversary of “the migra- 
tion of the Acadians from Nova Sco- 
tia to Louisiana,” and was introduced 
in triplicate by a senator and two 
representatives from Louisiana. In 
1755 the British suspected the loy- 
alty of some of the Acadians in Nova 
Scotia and eastern New Brunswick 
and deported about 3,000 of them. 
This act is the theme of Longfellow’s 
“Evangeline.” Some of the Acadians 
trekked to Bayou Teche, La.—Scott’s 
Monthly Journal.
